All the good Ihave done has been 
set aside ind ingratitude is my reward, The 
verdict of the people is unjust and will be 
severely blamed by history.’’

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TORIES DESPERATE. 


Party Purposes, : 


RING SEA MATTER. 


Salisbury ard dJingoism Becoming 
Synonymous—He Must Declare in 
Plainer Terms What His Government 
Proposes Pending the Arbitration of 
Questions at Issue—Agreement Sub- 
mitted to Congress. 


Loxpon, March 10.—The news from America 
is the absorbing topic of discussion, so far as 
foreign affairs are concerned, and it is inti- 
mated strongly that should the American 
Government attempt retaliation against 
Canada, England will withdraw from arbi- 
tration and meet any issue that the United 
States may propose to raise in the Behring 
Sea with a plain assertion of the right of En- 
glish subjects to hunt for seal outside of the 
recognized limit of its jurisdiction, This po- 
sition is urged by many ofthe Tories, and is 
said to be regarded without disfavor, al- 
though as yet without open approval of the 
foreign office. The Toriesare desperate for 
any issue that would arouse jingoism and 
rally the country to the support of the Gov- 
ernment. Lord Salisbury’s Eastern policy is 
generally approved even by the Liberals, 
and the opinion is expressed in Tory circles 
thatthe prestigethus gained would stimu- 
late a general support ofa course assertive 
of British and Canadian claims in North 
America. 

There has been a notable disposition of late 
on the part of the newspapers commonly 
supposed to be in the confidence of the Gov- 
ernment, to foster a feeling of hostility to 
America, and to arouse an impression that 
Americans are unfriendly to Great Britain. 
With this object, ridiculous communications 
have been published, alleged tohave been 
‘written by Americans and containing bom- 
bastic menaces against England. Even if 
these letters were genuine they would not be 
published under ordinary circumstances and 
without some special motive on the part of 
the newspapers giving them space. There is 
some reason, however, to believe that they 
have been written to order, as it is not 
thought likely that any genuine and sensible 
American would threaten, as one of these 
writers has done, to throw 2,000,000 of men 
into Great Britain and blow them. off the face 
of the earth. .This absurd letter, however, is 
being made the subject of generai comment 
throughout England as an evidence of the 
American braggadocio and animosity. 

In naval quarters, while officialsare ret- 
icent, unofficially itis statedthatthe British 
squadron in the Pacific can be depended upon 
to do its duty inthe event of ahy encounter 
with the Americans. Itis well Known that, 
during the recent revolution in Chill, the 
sympathies of Hear Admiral COharies fF. 
Hotham and his fellowofficers were strongiy 
with the revolutionists, and that they would 
have liked nothing better than a chance to 
rebuke the course of the American navy. Not 
a few of the Chilian naval officers had been 
trained in company with the brother officers, 
and there was a strong fellow feeling. This 
feeling has not diminished with Chill’s sur- 
sunder under American demands, and, saida 
gentleman yesterday, who is persona grata 
at the admiralty: ‘‘The Americans will make 
a most serious blunder if they suppose there 
will be any hesitation on the part of,the 
British Navy in defending British subjects 
engaged in an occupation which Great Britain 
holds to be lawful.’’ 


PROPOSED ARBITRATION. 


PRESIDENT HARRISON’S MESSAGE SUBMITTING 
THE AGREEMENT TO THE SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 10.—The Senate 
has received from President Harrison a 
message submitting the agreement for arbi- 
tration on the Behring Sea dispute. Itis as 
follows: 

To the Senate: 

I herewith transmit you, with a view to its ratifica- 
tion, a convention signed at Washington the 29th of 
February, 1892, between the governments of the 
United States and her Britannic Majesty, submitting 
to arbitration the questions which have arisen be- 
tween the governments concerning the jurisdic- 
tional rights of the United States inthe waters of 
Behring Sea, and concerning aiso the preservation 
of the fur seal in and habitually resorting to the said 
sea, andthe rights of the citizens of either country 
as regards the taking of the fur seal in or habitually 
resorting to the said waters. The correspondence 
not heretofore submitted to Congress in relation to 
the Behring Sea matter is in course of preparation 
and will be transmitted without delay. 

(Signed) BENJAMIN HARRISON. 


The following is the text of the treaty:

TAKING STRONG GROUND. 


AMERICANS WILL NOT SUBMIT TO EVASION OR 
DELAY. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 10.—On the 
question of the Behring Sea seal fisheries dis- 
pute, itis understood that the Senate will 
take strong grounds. The treaty providing 
for arbitration of the points at issue, which 
was received from President Harrison yes- 
terday, isnot «objected to, but to meet the 
evil which now impends itis proposed by a 
number of Senators to accompany the reso- 
lution of ratification by a resolution directing 
the President to withhold the exchange of 
ratifications until the Government of Great 
Brilain consents to renew the modus vivendl. 


The adoption of this course, itis urged by 
some Senators, would place upon Great 
Britain the responsibility for the succosgs or 
failure of the arbitration treaty just as 
effectually as the incorporation in the text of 
the treaty itself of an amendmeént specifical- 
ly providing for the same object, while it 
would save valuable time in the negotiations 
and be more in conformity with dipiomatic 
practice. 

The Senate will hola thata renewal of the 
modus vivendi of last year, which prohibits 
seal catching pending arbitration of the 
questions at issue between the United States 
and Great Britain, is a condition precedent to 
the ratiification of the agreemént entered 
into by Mr, Blaine anG Sir Julian Paufce- 
fote. If Lord Salsbury fails to consent to 
the proposition, it will make it plain to the 
world that Great Britain was not prepared 
to act with fairness in the arbitration. 

It is the umderstanding among Senators 
thatthe treaty should be kept fore the

A Reserve Fund of $500,000 in Govern- 


ment Bondsto Be Managed by a Trust 
Company for the Heirs’

who (ied suddenly last Monday in the offices 
ofthe Laclede Gas-Light Co., was admitted 
to probate to-day.

Cer- 
tain real estate is left to his wife and 
daughter, Hulda Duestrow. The remainder 
of his estate he leaves intrust to tne Union 
Trust Co. for the following purposes: He 
orders set aside out of the estate 
$509,000 worth of United States 4 per 
cent bonds to form a ‘‘reserve fund.’’ 
One-half of the bonds are inthe St. Louts 
Safe Deposit Co. and the other half in the 
Missouri Safe Deposit Co. He orders that the 
reserve fund be keptAntact until the death of 
his wife, son and daughter, the interest 
to be pai to them in equal shares. When 
the bonds mature, and are cashed by the 
Government he orders the money to be ih- 
vested in real estate, or other securti- 
ties. Shouid there be any i shrink- 
age of the reserve fund he orders 
it to be made good from the rest of his estate. 
Should either the wife, son or danghter. of 
testator die, orany twoof them, the income 
ofthe reserve fund is to be paid tothe 
survivors or survivor. Should one 
die the remaining two get 
half the income each, and 
should two Gle, the remaining heir will re- 
ceive all the income from the $500,009. 

On the marriage of his daugater, the testa- 
tor orders $30,000 to be paid toher, either in 
cash or securities, the amount to 
come out of the residvary estate. 
The wil! recites that the testator has already 
advanced $30,000to his son, Arthur. Inthe 
event of either his wife, son or daughter Dbe- 
coming in needofready money the testator 
orders that upon their making 
application to the trustee of the 
estate a sum not to exceed

WHEAT DEALERS ANXIOUS. 


The Cold Snap Causes Much Uncertainty 
in the Market. 

The cold snap is causing wheat dealers no 
small amount of anxiety. Advices by 
private wire indicate that thecold weather 
prevalls not only north of here, 
but that the frigid zone ex- 
tends far to the south, and is 
widely extended botn tothe east and west. 
The crops are unusually well advanced for 
this season of the year, and unfavorable 


weather would have a more disastrous ef- 
fect than usual. What the effect of the 
present cold snap will be is what 
is rendering the market uncertain. The 
reports indicate that up to yesterday the 
wheat crop gave even better promise, at least 
in this vicinity, than that of last year. But 
aspellof bad weather would, under present 
conditions of growth, result most disas- 
trously. A cold snap, such as 
the present, would, if followed by 
g00d weather, have little effect. What is 
feared is a succession of freezing and thaw- 
ing weather. Ice at night and a thaw during 
the day so breaks up the ground that the 
germinating seed is thrown tothe surface. 
Shoulithis occur the crop will prove short 
andthe bulls will be jubilant. But should 
the cold spell be followed by continuous fine 
weathertne cropwill not beinjured. Itis 
this uncertainty that renders dealers chary 
of buying or selling in large amounts. 

The belief that the effect of the storm would 
be disastrous tothe wheat crop led to an ad- 
vance of lt cent at the opening of trad- 
ing thls morning. But this advance was 
soon checked. It was almost immediately 
discovered that there were a number of 
longs, who were ready to unload at-an ad- 
vance and so check the upward movement. 
Later dispatches came in stating that the es- 
timated damage would be very siight. The 
government crop report will be given out 
this evening, and there were rumors, gen- 
erally credited, that the report would be 
favorable. Theresult was a decline of l'z 
cents.

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WAS IT SUICIDE? 


Something | Mysterious About the Death 
of Ferdinand S&S Van Zandt. 


Loxpox, March 10.—The mystery of Fer- 
Ginand Van Zandt’s death has not been 
cleared up. The body has been buried in the 
Lubbock family vault, and the Ooroner’s ver- 

#ict of suicide has been accepted by the au- 
thorities and relatives, but there are several 
features Of the case which nave not been ex- 
plained. It has been decided by a Coroner’s 
jury that he committed suicide while suffer- 
ing from temporary insanity; yet less than 
eight hours before his body was found witha 
pistol grasped if his lifeless hand, Mr. Van 
Zandt was walking about in the smoking- 


room of Brown’s Hotel, as sane as ever he 
wasin his life, discussing business affairs 
with his agent. 

Though all this happened last Tuesday, 
nothing whatever was allowed to reach the 
public through the Coroner’s inquest, or like 
oficial channels, until a cable from New 
York, through Mr. Van Zandt’s business 
+ ga made further concealment impos- 
sible. . 

Mr. Van Zandt sailed from New York by the 
Umbria on Feb. 13, and arrived in London on 
Feb. 22. He put up at Brown’s Hotel, Dover 
street, where he had stopped for many 
years. ' 

He was accompanied by a man named 
George Tyng, who seemed to know a good 
deal about American mines, and who acted 
in all business mattersas Van Zandt’s con- 
fidential adviser. After stopping in London 
three days they both left for Cannes, intend- 
ing to remain there some time. Mr. Van 
Zandt appeared in good health and in blithe 
spirits. In less than a week tTyn 
turned up again, and tsaid that Van Zand 


} had been taken suddenly ilion bis journey 


homeward from Cannes,and had been obliged 
to remain over night at Dover. Last Tuesday 
morning Tyng went ‘to Dover tofetch Van 
Zandt. He arrived with him the same even- 
ing at Brown’s Hotel. He remained talking 
wi og on in the smoking-room until long 
after midnight, when both went to bed. 
Tyug’s bedroom was on the opposite side of 
the hall from Van Zandt’s. Immediately op- 
posite Tyng’s bedroom was Van Zandt’s sit- 
ting-room,. They are all very ciose together, 
in a quiet part of the hotel. 

As Van Zanat’s body had been lifeless about 
five hours or more when Dr. MacGeogh saw 
it, at 8 o’clock on Wednesday morning, he 
must have shot himself soon after going to 
bis bedroom, but Tyng heard no shot. 

When the servant calied Van Zandt at 8 on 
Wednesday morning he received no answer. 
On entering the room he found Van Zandt’s 
face almost covered bythe bedclothes. A 
glance showed that the man was dead. 

The servant hurried of tocaliTyng. To- 
gether they re-entered the room, removed 
the bedclothes and found Van Zandt bathed 
in blood, with a bullet wound behind his ear. 
Death must have come quickly. His face was 
guite cold, but his hands and y were still 
warm. He had left no written message ex- 
piaining why he took his life, not even a 
word of farewell to his wife, 6,000 miles - tee £ 
Eight years ago Van Zandt married the 
daughter of Sir Jobn Lubbock, the author 
and scientist, who represents the University 
of London in Parliament, and who succeeded 
Lora Rosebery as Chairman of the London 
County Council. 

It is said that the secrecy of the investiga- 
gation of the suicide was due to the wishes of 
oe Lubbock family, but the cause is not

VAN ZANDT’S LIFE IN THE WEST. 
DEXVER, Colo., March 10.—Ferd Van Zandt 
is well known among the mining men of the 
West. Twelve years agothere turned up in 
Leadville, Colo., a ‘‘tenderfoot’’ from New 


York, but with a hearty and straightforward 
manner which won him many friends from 
the outset, He wasa tall, powerful and re- 
markably handsome man, with some theo- 
retical knowledge of mining acquired in 
Columbia College, but willing to fight his way 
inthe world and to ‘‘roughit’’ in his new 
surroundings. 

When Van Zandt landed in Leadville in 1879 
ne had no money, and he accepted the first 

sition which offered itself, while he could 
ook around for a betteropening. In this 
way he became cashier ina restaurant, and 
subsequentiy, when on the crest of a wave of 
luck, he used to often laugh over those early 
experiences. He only remained in the res- 
taurant a few weeks and, indeed, only kept 
the place as offering a good vantage ground 
to survey the general field and form useful 
acquaintances. 

It was quickly seen that the new arrival 
was a valuabie man, and labor being scarce 
and a boom on, he received many offers of 
employment in the mines. Several parties 
were anxious to secure him, but he finally 
went with the ouners ofthe Adelaide Mine, 
of which he became assistant manager. 

About thistimea friend of his came out 
from New York, a young fellow named Pot- 
ter, who stopped for a while with Van Zandt 
in Leadville. then Potter started for the in- 
terior of New Mexico and disappeared. His 
reiatives wrote to Van Zandt at Leadrille 
and he left there to follow up the trallof the 
missing man. 

Van Zandt found that Potter had incau- 
tiously displayed a iarge roll of bills at Albu- 
querque and,some distance outside the town, 
had been waylaid by three Mexicans, who 
killed him for purposes of robbery. Vigorous 
and fearless, Van Zandt apprehended twoof 
the miscreants and brought them to Albu- 
quergue. 

As soon as the facts were known therea 
wagonand a couple of ropes were secured 
and summary justice was administered to 
the murderers of Potter. Their dead bodies 
were swinging from a telegraph pole within 
afew hours of their being brought into the 
town by Van Zandt. 

He returned to Leadville and stayed there 
until early tin 1882. Then he came to New 
York and met Charles G. Francklyn, who 
owned some mining property in Utah which 
he was anxious to realize upon. Van 
Zandt offered to take it to Europe for 
sale. He was just the man to make 
a successful promoter of American mining 
companies in European capitals, being a 
practical and scientific miner, as weil 
as a man of picasing manners and ad- 
dress, capable of holding his own weap beak a yee 
It was while be was in London on Dusiness 
that he met and married Mrs. Mulholuand. 
She had been Amy Harriet Lubbock, eldest 
daughter of Str John Lubbock, by bis frst 
wife. In March, 1877, she was married to An- 
drew Walter Muiholland, During the honey- 
moon she wastaken ill with Roman fever in 
the Eternal City, and just as she was recov- 
ering her husband was taken sick and died. 
That was in June, barely three months after 
the wedding. Mrs. Mulholland became Van 
Zanat’s wife tn 1885. 

Van Zandt’s romantic career in the mining

THE BARON’S SHARE. 


Baron NIEDRINGHAUS’ statement that his 
firm is paying §1,800 per week for the labor 
that manufactures 288,000 pounds per 
week of tin-plate, is analyzed by a work- 
ingman in our ‘‘Forum’’ column, who 
shows that the entire amount of wages | 
paid out in this case is but little over one- 
half of the increased price put upon the 
product by the McKinley bill. 

The extra tariff tax of11-5 cents per 
pound enables the Baron to charge $3,456 
more for 288,000 pounds, or one week’s 
output, and this not only pays the entire 
labor cost, but leaves him an extra profit 
of $1,656. 

But this calculation refers only to part of 
the tariff tax. The protective tax on tin 
plate is 21-5 cents a pound and puts an ex- 
tra price of $6,336 on a weekly output of 
288,000 pounds of tin plate to consumers, | 
so long as the Tin Plate Association 
chooses to extort the full price permitted 
by the tariff. We say nothing about the 


enabled to make on its galvanized iron, 
etc., through the increased price of tin- 
plate. Out of this tin plate tax or tribute 
of $6,836, which,the Baron collects from 
consumers every week, he pavs his labor, 
according to his own statement only $1,800, 
and reserves to his firm a profit of $4,536 a 
a week. 

Any intelligent laborer can figure out for 
himself just what this, means. It means 
that for every $10 which this tariff takes” 
from labor, it puts just §2.84 back-into 
labor’s pocket, and puts just $7.16 into 
Monopoly’s balance at the bank. 

Labor has to toil for«its. pitiful share of 
this unequal division of the spoils—has to 
earn itagain and spend it for the taxed 
necessaries of life. What public service 
does Monopoly render? What public bene- 
fit does it confer in return for its share? 
How much of its princely income is spen 
abroad, where American taxation cannott 
reach it,or in ostentatious gifts tochurches 
or libraries located where not more than 
one out of every 10,000 persons taxed for 
Monopoly’s benefit can derive any benefit 


from the expenditure?

THE WISEST COURSE. 


The citizens of Kansas City will makea 
gross blunder if they persist in their de- 
termination not to join in the movement to 
secure the impkovement of the Mississippi 
unless an application for a Missouri River 
appropriation is included in its petition. 

As the main stream upon which the 
water traffic of the entire valley depends, 
the Mississippi takes precedence of all its 
branches. The improvement of any 
branch is useless, except to a few locali- 
ties, without the improvement of the Mis- 
sissippi, and Congress will not consider it, 
but the improvement of the tributaries 
will surely follow the improvement of the 
main stream. 

The wisest course for all residents of the 
valley to pursue is to join heartily in work- 
ing fora permanent system of improve- 
ment for the Mississippi as a national 
waterway. Let this great work be assured 
as the essential basis of a scheme for the 
utilization of every river in the valley. 

The forces of the valley can then unite 
upon works of lesser importance. St. 
Louis needs the Missouri River and will 
gladly join any movement to encourage 
traffic upon its waters which does not ob- 
struct the first and greatest object—the 
permanent improvement of the Missis- 
sippi. 

THE issue in the Behring Sea contro- 
versy is one of fact which cannot be settled 
for several months. Itis whether or not 
an ‘‘open season’’ this year would destroy 
the species and leave Great Britain and the 
United States with nothing to arbitrate. 
Mr. BLAINS’s contention that it would is 
met by a denial from the British Govern- 
ment. To the impartial observer it would 
seem that if there is any doubt at all in the 
matter both Governments ought to be 
equally anxious to take the safe side.

It is proposed to lend the credit of the peo- 
ple toMr. Warner Miller to be used in con- 
structing his canal. 

This seems all right to Mr. Sherman, yet he 
would oppose any proposition to lend money 
to distressed farmers orto unemployed la- 
borers. 

It seems right to Mr, Sherman to use public 
funds to build a canal in a foreign country, 
but the proposition to establish sub-treas- 
uries any where seems pernicious. 

Mr, Sherman and his colleagues should re- 
member the Credit Mobiller, and the history 
of the Pacific railroads. The conditions were 
far more favorable to the success of the rail- 
roads and the safety of the Government. The 
necessity forthe construction of the roads 
was far greater than that for the construction 
of the canal, The public had far moreat stake 
in the first than in the latter work. 

Yet the bonds indorsed by the Government 
are not yet paid and no provision has been 
madeto pay them. The story of the ‘‘loan’’ 
has been one of the most disgraceful in our 
annals. -While the Government gave away 
an empire and encumbered itself with an 
enormous debt, and while the roads them- 
selves are in serious financial embarrass- 
ment, the projectors and the builders are 
many ofthem millionaires. In other words, 
a few have grown rich at the expense of the 
many. 


Anti Monopoly Decisions.

There can be no doubt that all combina- 
tions of corporations to seize upon a monopo- 
ly and arbitrartlly advance prices areas flag- 
rantiy in violation of law as they are 
intmical to the publicinterest. Yet, except 
in the WORLD and in a very few brave Penn- 
sylvania newspapers, the protest has been 
feeble against one of the worst and most dan- 
gerous of these conspiracies, the one which 
proposes to meake itself absolute master of 
the whole of nature’s supply of anthracite 
coal. And, worse still, the press of Philadel- 
phia, bribed by mean considerations of local 
seifishness, is engaged in pleading the cause 
ef the conspirators in face of the fact that 
their agreement is forbidden in express 
terms by the constitution of Pennsylvania. 

The greatest danger with which popular 
rights and liberties are threatened comes 
from the skill of monopoly in silencing or 
subsidizing the press by sharing its profits, 
directly or indirectly, with those who should 
be the sentinels of the people upon the outer 
walls,

THE SUB-COMMITTEE INSTRUCTED TO 
REPORT A BILL. 


Some Opposition Heard te the Proposed 
Re-Districting—The Jackson County 
Fight—Mansur in Danger—Hard Work- 
ing Candidates—Rural Sarcasm—The 
State Capital 


JEFFERSON OITY, Mo., March 10.—The 
House was in session an hour this morning 
and spent all the time discussing the amenda- 
ment to the bill fixing the termsof court in 
the various districts. The bill was finally 
ordered to en grossment. 

During the session the members of the 
Congressional Redistricting Committee were 
missed from their seats. Investigation 
developed the fact that they were locked 
in one of their rooms in the Capitol discuss- 
ing the sub-committee’s recommendation 
ofa plan making two Republican districts. 
The general committee finally instructed 
the sub-committee to prepare. a bill making 
fourteen Democratic districts. 

W. H.Phelps and Jno. H.Carroil of the State 
Democratic Committee are here to-day con- 
sulting with the Redistricting Committee, 
and they are very decidedly opposed to the 
plan of placing Springfield and Committee- 
man T. J. Delaney in a Republican district. 

‘The Senate held a brief afternoon session 
and adjourned over until to-morrow. 


LAST NIGHT’S ACTION. 

The sub-committee of seven appointed by 
the Democratic ae ot of the House Com- 
mittee on Congressional Redistricting was In 
session all yesterday afternoon and until 
late last night trying to agree on a report. 
They did finally agree upon fifteen districts, 
but the members admitted that it would cer- 
tainly be changed in a number of particu- 
lars. The sub-Committee’s bill makes thir- 
teen solid Democratic districts and gives the 
other two with big majorities tothe Repub- 
licans. One of the latter is com- 
po of the South St. Louis 
wards with, St. Louts, Franklin and 
Gasconade Counties attached, and the other 
is in the Southwest taking in Springfield. 
The Kansas City District is made up of Jack- 
son County alone. This bill will, of course, 
be antagonized by the friends of mocratic 
Cominitteeman T. J. Delaney of Springfield, 
and they say they will fight hard. Another 
change contempiated by the sub-committee 
is to take Howard County out of Heard’s dls- 
trict and give ittothe Second, at the same 
time dropping off Livingstone County, 

TO FREEZE OUT MANSUR. 

If the change is made in the bill that passes 
the Assembly {ft will demonstrate that ex- 
Labor Commissie@ner Hall has as strong a pull 
as ever with the Legislature. Asis known 
Hall wantste go to Congress, and he wants 
to beat Congressman ‘Mansar, who lives in 
Livingstone County. If he is gerrymandered 
into another district it will give Hall plain 
sailing. The principal reason why Hall wants 
Howard County tacked on to the Second Dis- 
trict lies in the fact that Senator Sam Major 
is his cousin. Senator Major is a politi- 
cal power in Howard, and he can 
it is believed swing: its vote in the Congres- 
sional Convention for Hall. Hall ts stfll here, 
and he is doing some lively campaigning 
among the members from his part of the 
State. 

THE JACKSON COUNTY FIGHT. 

The fight over the Jackson County aistrict 
promises to enliven matters in the next gen- 
eralcaucus. They counties adjoining Jack- 
son say they will not be annexed to Jackson 
and Tarsney’s friends insist that 
one of them must bé added on 
to make the district reliably Democratic. 
Senator Teasdale, the Kansas City Senator, 
prefers Clay County, But will be satisfied 
with either Cass or Lafayette Counties. The 
delegation from Lafayette County say they 
are tired of the buill-dozing tactics of the 
Kansas City politicians, and want to be put 
in a farming district and Olay and Cass say 
the same. From present appearances it is 
safe to say that there will be no caucus 
biliuntii late next week. All the Congress- 
men are watching the session from afar and 
telegrams are said to be coming in signed by 
Biand, Tarsney, Heard, Mansur, Hatch, 
Byrns, Dockery. Norton and Dr. Armand, 
Congressman O’Neill is no way frightened at 
the prospects, as the only change that wil 
be made tn his district will be the removal of 
St. Ferdinand Township of St. Louis County. 

Dockery has instructed his friends to pre- 
vent the annexation of Clay County to Jack- 
son. Clay isone of the banner Democratic 
counties of the State and Dockery does not 
want to loseit. Unthe other band, Tarsney 
wants it, but the chances are he won’t get it. 

If a bill is adopted putting Springfield In a 
Republican district it wil] be a rough knock- 
out for the State Democratic Committee, 
which-is backing up Committeeman Delaney 
in his congressionai race. Ifit is made Ke- 
publican the majority will be so large that 
Delaney will not bo a candidate. 

Now that it is about scttled that South St. 
Louis is to be putin adistrict with an over- 
whelming Republican majority, candidates 
for the Congressional nomination are be- 
ginning to come out. Senator J. ©. Me- 
Ginnis wants itand expects to getthe sup- 
port of all the St. Louis wards. Representa- 
tive Gus Wurdeman of St. Louls County is 
also a candidate and will stand a good chance 
of success as he is a young and vigorous cam- 
paigner and has hosts of friends tu St. Louis 
where he practices law. His residence is at 
Old Orehard, Representative Matthews of 
Gasconade Oounty is also a candidate and 
will go Im the convention with the vote of 
that county in his favor. . 

HARD WORKING CANDIDATES,

m which the wind came was steady 
however, and swung in between north and 
Northwest throughout. Até6 o’clock yester- 
day evening, or about the time the bark was 
stripped off the Wainwright building, the 
wind was blowing at the rate of forty-six 
miles an hour over the Custom House dome. 
It may have beena little faster two biocks 
to the south where it had a 
clearer Pp or it might have 
been at that particular point blowing 
in a circular or whirlwind direction. An hour 
later, at the Custom-house, it was down 
again to thirty-six milesan hour and held 
&t that rate or less untfl nearly 9 o’clock, at 
i o’ciock in the night the maximum rate of 
forty-eight miles an hour was reached. It 
beid at that speed for about fifteen minutes. 

For corresponding date last year the tem- 
perature was considerably higher, the 
maximum being 37 deg. and the minimm 22, 
and at7a.m.on the i0th it was 36 deg., as 
compared with 14 deg. to-day. 

The wind on corresponding days last year 
reached a maximum speed of thirty-two 
miles and averaged nineteen miles an hour. 
At an early hour this morning snow began to 
fall, but the fali was light.

THE HOTEL SITE. 


Agents Betting on What Location Will Be 
Selected—Real Estate Sales. 


The prospective location for the new $1,000,- 
000 hotelis the all-absorbing topic in real 
estate circles. Theagents are making bets 
of boxes of cigars, hats, suits of clothes, cor- 
ner lots ana hard cash on the decision. 

In previous reports about this enterprise it 
has been stated that the old college property 


at the northwest corner of Washington av- 
enue and Ninth street was under option for the 
hotel site, but that has been most emphatic- 
ally denied by the owner of the ground, Mr. 
Charles Green, who says no one has an op- 
tion on his property. It develops, however, 
that the Commonwealth Reality Co., or- 
ganized to build the hotel, has an option on 
Edward Martin’s property, fronting 146 feet 
on the north side of Washington avenue by a 
depth through the block along the west line 
of Tenth street of 225 feet to Lucas avenue. 
This plot, it is said, is larger than 
either of the others under consideration, and 
it is the only one for which 
Wm. H,. Thompson, President of the Com- 
monwealth Realty Co., has offered a bonus. 
Mr. Thompson’s interestin the cholce of 
Washington avenue lies in the fact that heis 
the owner of the well improved and highiy 
productive premises onthe northeast corner 
of Washington avenue and Seventh and the 
southeast corner of Lucas avenue and Eighth 
street. George D. Capen isalso taking an 
active interest in behalf of the Edward 
Martin property on Washington avenue. 

Last evening’s PosT-DISPATCH credited 
August Gehner with the statement that 
Henry Hitchcock, a representative of one of 
the largest real estate interests on Fourth 
street, had refused to subscribe a dollar 
to have the new hotel built 
upon the old Planters’ House _ site.

WIESEHAHN’S EXPLANATION. 


The “Tariff Debating Club’s’’ President on 
the *‘Slush Fund Circulara.’’ 


F. W. H. Wiesehahn, president of the 
‘‘Tariff Debating Club,’’ which sent out cir- 
culars to government employes throughout 
the State, denies that it is merely @ scheme 
to raise a campaign ‘‘slush fund’’ forthe 
Republican party. It will be remembered 
that the circulars sent outlast December to 
the various Custom-house employes in 
Missourt notified the recipient that a 
an election of he club held 
on that particular date he was honored by an 
election to membership and that his initta- 
tion fee would be $ and monthly dues $1 pay- 
able at the end of each month. The initia- 
tion and first month’s dues for November, 
1891, were payable immeCiately ,the new meim- 
ber was further Informed by thecircular, 
and told to please remit the sum of $ on re- 
ceipt. It was furthor stated thatit was be- 
lieved and expected that the party addressed 
would participate In the action of the club 
and contribute his ‘‘mite’’ in order that the 
principles of the Republican party may be 
maintained in the future.*’ This circular 
was signed by Frank Prange, Treasurer; F. 
W. H. Wiesehahn, President, and August 
Gundlach, Secretary. : 

The signers of this circular. are allin the 
office of Collector of Internal Revenue Wen- 
neker, and occupying responsible positions 
there. According to their story, the clubis 
really a very innocentaffair. It was begot- 
ten because of a consuming desire on the part 
of the projector, Col, Wiesehahn, to organize 
a society for the discussion of economic 
questions from a protective standpoint, with 
an eye, incidentaliy. tothe benefit which the 
Republican party mignt derive from deDat- 
ing such matters. 

The club had held two meetings, one at his 
residence and the other at August Gundlacn’s. 
These meetings had been preliminary merely; 
the next one will be held on the tirst Monday 
in April at his residence, 

‘*What about the slush fund feature of your 
club?’’ he was asked, 

**We put the initiation fee at $ and dues at 
$1 monthly, in order toraise money to prose- 
cute work properly. .Our scheme contem- 
plates the establishment of permanent quar- 
ters for reading-room and lecture purposes, 
and we hope to have a lecture 
on the tariff or some kindred 
topic at least as oftenas onceamonth. All 
this takes money.. We don’t propose toor- 
ganize clubs in the country, but we are in- 
viting country memvership in order to have 
some One in each neighborhood to whom we 
can send political literature.’’ 

President Wiesehahn said that the club Is 
non-political. He couldn’t give a copy of its 
platform, fora committee wR&s now at work 
constructing a constitution, bat there 
would be nothing in it to debar a Demo- 
crat from joining, and nothing to 
infringe upon his right of voting for whom 
he pleased. Furthermore, the club was in- 
dependent of any other political organiza- 
tion. Asaclubit would never engage in po- 
litical action. Wiesehahn said he was pro- 
ceeding On the assumption that a protection- 
ist Is likely to bea Republican, and he made 
no bones of saying that the idea of the club 
was mainly to benefittne Republican party. 

**What about civil service as applied to you 
Federal officiais who have got up this thing?’’ 

‘*Althougn office-hoiders, we claim the 
right to doa little ag eee for ourseives,and 
a littie acting also, provided that we don’t 
get intoa political convention. Wethink the 
celebrated letter of President Cleveland cov- 
ers the ground. He sald: ; 

Individual interest and activity in litical affairs 
are DY BO ineans condemned. ce-hoiders are 
neither disfranchised nor forbidden ‘the exercise 
of political privileges, but their privileges are not 
evlarged noris their duty to Thy increased to 
pernicious activity py office-holding. 

Col. Wiesehahn was asked how it came that 

the club started in Collector Weneker’s office 
and how it happened that the circulars were 
sent mainly to Oustom-housé employes 
throughout the State. For inquiry had 
shown that several prominent. Federal bulld- 
ing Offictals, outside of the Custom-house, 
were not members of the ‘‘Tariff Debating 
Club’’—not having heard of it, in fact. 
. The Colonel said that it ‘*happened so0’’— 
that’sall. But there were member outside 
of the Custom-house—several of them. ‘‘Asa 
matter of fact,’’ he gaid, ‘‘Mr. Wenneker Is 
not a Member of the club.’’ 

Col. Wiesehnahn added that the club 
already numbered eighty members, They 
hoped soon to have an address from some 
staunch Republican; andifthey could get a 
good Democratic Protectionist to to 
them, they would be very happy. 3 

The Colonel felt somewhat hurt because it 
was alleged that his circulars were printed 
on revenus blanks. He admitted that they 
were printed on Government paper, but on 
blanks that had been discarded, and were of 
athens except as ‘‘scratch blocks,’’ and

MES. JAMES G. BLAINE, Jk. 
Lying for Several Hours Between Life and 
Death. 


New York, March 10.—For seven hours 
Mrs. Games G. Biaine, Jr., lay between life 
and death yesterday with three doctors gal- 
lantly fighting for her life, says a morning 
paper. Ats8o’clock yesterday morning the 
old nurse attempted to arouse Mrs. Biaine 
after dressing the boy for his breaxfast. Mrs. 
Blaine was in a comatose condition, her eyes 
closed, and gasping for bDreath. She was un- 
conscious and evidently not far from dissol- 
ution. The nurseran to Mrs. Nevins’ room 
and screamed out ‘‘Marie is dying.’’ 

A doctor was speedily in attendance and 
later in the afteracon he satd: ‘‘If Mrs. 
Biaine had been left ten minutes longer with- 
out attention it would have been too late. As 
it was, it was the turning of your hand 
whether she would live or die. er stupor 
was as alarming as the heart failure. Mrs. 
Blaine bas, as you know, a ‘bad arm,’ the 
arm that is almost disabled by rheumatism. 
The only way that her life was saved was by 
the cruel but necessary forcible movement of 
her arm up and down. The pain caused kept 
her from falling entirely into the lethargy of 
Geath, — 

‘*The crisis was reached shortly before 
noon, and from that time ber respiration has 
been stronger and her heart action more per- 
ceptible. She is still, however, in a Ganger- 
ous condition and will be for twenty-four 
hours.

HORRIBLE HYSTERIA. 


Sufferings of a Boy From the Bite ofa 
Monkey. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 10.—The doctors 
at the German Hospital are interestedesin a 
patient recently admitted. He is Herbert 
Thomas, 18 years old, of 1418 Ridge avenue, 
and his case is diagnosed as hysteria. He 
has been frequently treated at the hospital 
beforg, but seemingly without success, as the 
virus lurking in his blood breaks out anew 
when success seems most assured. The his- 
tory of his case is peculiar. Thomas when 
quite a boy was bitten by a monkey Dbelong- 
ingtoan organ grinder. He had been teas- 


ing the animal, when it leaped at him and 
tore a piece off hisarm. Sincethat time the 
symptoms of hysteria have developed and in 
time waxed violent in the young man. ‘‘Last 
night,’’ said one of the doctors of the hos- 
pital,’’ we were seated together in the rec- 
reation room, when we were startied by 
what at first we took to bethe barking of a 
dogasifmad. What seemed most strange 
was that the noise came from the upper 
floors. Then suddenly the barking was suc- 
ceeded by wild screams, alternating with 
yelps. Going upstairs in alarm, we found 
four men holding young Thomas down on his 
bed. The poor fellow seemed to be suffering 
from violent convulsions, and it took the 
united strength of the men to keep himon 
his bed. He bit savagely at them, and all the 
time kept up his barking. Yet it could not 
exactly be described as barking. In fact, it 
resembled the peculiar whistling of monkeys, 
and taken in connection with the -history of 
his case the coincidence was striking. The 
external symptoms in some degree resemble 
hydrophobia, yet it is not hydrophobia. Itis 
really , hysteria, though of a very violent 
type.’

THEY WILL INQUIRE 


St. Louis Musicians Curious About the 
Marine Band’s Trip. 


THE UNION WILL INVESTIGATE LEADER 
SOUSSA’S WESTERN TOUR. 


¥ 


Protests Being Sent to Congress by Mu- 
siclans in the East-—Action by the 
National League—Concerts With a 
Tinge of Politics—Opinions of Local 
Mhsicians. 


Three well-known musicians sat in their 
headquarters at the Aschenbroedel to-day 
talking of a professional matter that is likely 
to become a subject of congressional inves- 
tigation. 

The musicians were Violinist John H. 
Foehlsing, the good-humored financial fec- 
retary of the Union, Cornetist W. K. Howell. 
dark-moustached and dreamy-eyed, and Wm. 
Schwab, who used to be the iibrarian of 
the Arsenal Band and left the Barracks be- 
cause he lovedl music better than drill. The 
discussion Was upon the proposed concert 
tour through the West of Prof. Soussa and 
the Marine Band of Washington, which he 
leads. The musicians generally don’t like 
the idea of this tour. The subject is to be 
taken up by the Musicians’ Union at the 
next regular meeting Friday night and it will 
also come before the convention of the Na- 
tional League of Musicians which assembles 
in New York on March 15, two days 
before the Marine Band begins its concert 
trip. State Senator Owen Miller, who. is 
president of the St. Louls Union, and Otto 
Ostendorfor, the vice-president, are the local 
delegates to the National Convention, and 
they will go to New York uninstructed by the 
Union as to the stand they must take on the 
question of demonstrating against Leader 
Soussa’s musical march through the country. 

THE PROPOSED MUSICAL TOUR. 
The tour, asit has been planned by Prof. 
Soussa, is to last for 120 days, and all the big 
cities of the West andthe Northwest are to 
be visited. Unless the present arrangements 
are interfered with the band will leave 
Washington on St, Patrick’s Day and go as 
far west as San Francisco, returning by way 
of Seattle and the principal towns onthe 
Northern Pacific Railroad. The band ts un- 
doubtedly in the highest state of musical 
efficiency, and its leader wields a very clever 
baton. During the earlier part of 
the present administration the Secre- 
tary of the Navy tincreased the pay of 
every member of the band. This increase 
however, was disallowed by the accounting 
officers of the treasury. The leader then, 
with the co-operation of the Secretary of the 
Navy and Senator W. E. Chandler, Chair. 
man of the Senate Naval Committee, caused 
a billto be introduced during the last Con- 
gress giving Soussa the pay and relative 
rank of a Second Lieptenant of Marines, be- 
sides increasing the pay of the members to 
$60 per month. This measure also failed of 
enactment by the billion-dollar Congress, 
POLITICS IN IT. 

It seems that from this time on Soussa had 
the sympathy of the President and his Secre- 
tary of the Navy, on to his failure to 
work his scheme through Congress. He then 
suggested to the Secretary that it would bea 
Es idea to give him gpa ape to take the 

and on atourthrough the Western States, 
stating that this would bring the adminis- 
tration into closer touch with the people, 
but his musicians say his real object was to 
fill his own pockets by giving paid concerts 
with a military band that was already being 
maintained at the government expense. 
This permission was granted and the band 
went on a sixty days’ trip, making its west- 
ern terminus at Omaha, Neb. Prior to this 
Soussa had struck a sharp bargain with 
Mr. Blaikie as to the management of the band 
in theevent of the scheme goihg through. 
Blaikte is a well-known manager of traveling 
concert companies. He was to furnish the 
money for all traveling expenses,and further 
agreed to pay Soussa $2,500 for his services as 
leader. Soussa declined this offer, but ac- 
cepted a commission on the receipts and by 
this latter arrangement netted for himseif 
nearly $5,000. It can be imagined what a good 
thing this was for the leader when it is‘con- 
sidered that his pay is scarcely $1,000 a year. 
It appears that the poor privates got lett as 
far as any pay was concerned, for they did 
not receive $1 a day each outside of their 
traveling expenses. 

HAS A PRIMA DONNA, 

This time itis proposed to repeat the same 
erformance, but on a much bigger scale. 

rof. Soussa has engaged Blaikie again to 
manage the tour,and has also got Marie 
Decca, the prima donna, to go along and 
sing. He expects to net at least $10,000 for 
himself, but the privates, as before, will get 
very little. This is one of the features of the 
affairthat are most objectionable to musi- 
clans. 

REAL CAUSE OF THE FIGHT. 

The oppositign to Prof. Soussa’s plan, 
strange to say, has begun in the East, 
among musicians who will not be at all 
ffected by the tour, at any rate not directly. 
tissaid that underneath the fight on the 
plan is the determination of musicians 
in the country to get the band 
player in the army graded higher 
thanthe common soldier ana paid more. 
The musicians in the East have already been 
sending formal letters ofcomplaint against 
Prof. Soussa’s scheme to Congressmen in 
Washington. They say that this band ts paid 
for their services by regular ‘appropriation 
coming under the military establishment, Its 
post of duty is the Marine Barracks in Wash- 
ington, and it was never contemplated by 
the law creating it that it should make a tour 
ofthe country giving concerts and entering 
into com petition with legitimate 
companies on the road, such as Gil- 
more’s and other well-known organizations. 
They object toa iot of musicians, whose 
post of duty is at Washington, pee | dates 
in all the principal Western towns and doing 
business in direct competition with regular 
local bands, 

It is claimed that the Secretary of War has 
already decided that army bands cannot 
compete with local bands and that this trip 
is nothing but competition ina quiet way. 

THE LOCAL ACTION EXPECTED. 

Those of the musicians taiking over the 
attitude the st. Louls musicians should as- 
sume towards the tour of Prof. Soussa felt 
satisfied that they could successfully oppose 
the plan. The musicians here have moved 


on time deposits, receiving sums of $1 and t always very cautiously in their demands upon 


the Government for protection against the 
army bands, and their victories are due to 
that. They are inclined now to take no 
action without thorough debate. ‘‘We are 
well enouge satisfied that it is a leader’s 
scheme to get money for himself, but I am 
not sure that we could make a complaint on 
the score of imate competition stick,’’ 
said Cornetist Howell. ‘‘We’ll bring the 

uestion before the anion Friday night, and 
the New York Convention will take hold of it, 
too, and see exactly how it will affect the 
musicians and what fit will lead to.’’ 

FOOLED EXPOSITION MUSICIANS, 

‘‘If the band has got subscriptions in cities 
to. bring them there to play,or has made con- 
tracts anywhere, we could get hold of 
them,’’ said Violinist Foehising; ‘*‘but so far 
as we can see now they.have not. They will 
visit a city Hke any theatrical organization, 
and people can goor not. Lam not sure that 
wecan do anything when it comes right 
down tothe point. e accomplished what 
we were after in the case of the Arsenal 
Band,and if we could show that this case 
nee any similar points we could do the same 
thing.’
